The relationship between sugar 
and beauty m ay seem rath er rem ote 
at first, but afte r all tho dependence 
of beauty on this sweet is intim ate. 
People who have no fat show the 
projections of their bones through 
the muscles and skin. 
The typical 
‘‘Uncle Sam ” is a rawboned, lean 
fellow, and in early days this was the 
typical Y ankee—th a t is, a person 
w ithout fat. 
Now, sugar is com­ 
posed of OC.7 per cent, of carbohy­ 
drates, or th e m aterial th a t goes to 
give heat and vital force, and the sur­ 
plus of this th a t gets into the body, 
above w hat is required for immedi­ 
ate use, is stored up as fat. 
In the olden tim e people ate little 
sugar; indeed they had little or no 
m oney to pay for it, and their fat 
had to come from tile meals that 
they ate, possibly from salt pork, ad­ 
m itting th a t fa t is stored up in the 
body as such, which is denied by 
good authorities. 
It can readily bo seen w hat the ef­ 
fect would bo when a people began 
to increase their fat form ing food be­ 
yond the point of its com bustion in 
the body. 
Sugar being a highly con­ 
centrated fox! of this character, it is 
capable of putting m any ]>ounds of 
fat on the anim al body if eaten regu­ 
larly and not necessarily in large 
quantities, being eaten, as it is, in 
conjunction w ith the starchy' foods. 
Tile 23,000,000 of people in the United 
States in J 851 ate 602, WO,OOO pounds 
of sugar, or 20 pounds apiece on the 
avenage.

3,000,000,000 
pounds, or 51 pounds apiece on the 
average. 
The average per capita consump­ 
tion m ore than doubled w ithin th ir 
ty three years, and in getting this 
average we m ust include a very large 
portion of the population th a t con­ 
sumes little m ore sugar j>cr capita 
than it ever /lid on account of pover­ 
ty, infancy and other causes, so that 
the consum ption am ong these people 
who are left to account for the great 
increase in the average m ust be much 
larger than a jxmnd a week, which 
is now less than than the general av­ 
erage. 
W hen the w ater in a river is high, 
a little addition to it makes a 
freshet. 
So it is with the sugar eat­ 
ers. 
The starch they eat makes 
necessary the storing up of a consid­ 
erable portion of the sugar they eat 
tm fat. 
This is w hat rounds out the 
body and the features, and has made 
over the old tim e lean Yankee into! 
broader m en aiel women physically. ! 
W ith this has come the beauty of 
gracefully curved lines and the oL 
Uteration of sharpness and angles.

T h e Capital. 
Grover Cleveland la duly Inaugurated 
as president of the United States. 
The senate organizes in special session 
and the now' senators are sworn iu. 
All the new cabinet offioers are sworn 
in and take charge of their departments. 
Mr. Cleveland gives it out that he will 
take his own time in making appoint­ 
ments. 
Before acting on the annexation ques­ 
tion President Cleveland may appoint 
a commission to visit Hawaii. 
The gold reserve in the United States 
treasury is now lower than it has ever 
been since specie payments were re­ 
sumed. 
The controller of the currency has 
approved the Columbia National bank 
of Chicago as a reserve agent for the 
First National bank at Little Falls and 
the First National bank at Moorhead, 
Mirrn. 
The secretary of state has received a 
dispatch from the United States minister 
in Loudon containing a communication 
from Mr. Horace S. Folker, general 
honorary secretary of the National Fire 
Brigades of England, inviting the fire 
departments of the United States to 
participate in the proposed grand inter­ 
national fire congress and exhibition, to 
be given at Royal Agricultural hall. 
London, from June 12 to 17 next.

My father’s name was William Smith.

I was 
about to go to Oxford when the death 
of my father altered all my m other's 
plans for my future. 
We hatl been living in a fool’s para­ 
dise. 
My father had speculated rash­ 
ly, and was on tin* verge of ruin. 
It 
was a knowledge of his terrible posi­ 
tion which had cans**! his fatal illn ess. 
A fter the estate had been wound up 
it was discovered that we were almost 
penniless. 
My m other’s friends came to her as­ 
sistance. but they were not rich, and it 
was necessary that I should at once 
begin to earn my own living. 
1 was w hat is known as a “sm art 
fellow.” and I w rote a capital h a n d - 
lit fact, my penmanship was my strong 
point. I could do almost anything with 
a pen in my schoolboy days. I used 
frequently to amuse myself by imi­ 
tating th>* handw riting of my school­ 
fellows and of the masters. I did this 
so successfully that it was often very 
difficult to det<H*t the forgery. 
T h e m asters, who were made aw are 
of my accomplishment, and to whom 
specimens of my skill were occasion­ 
ally shown, would s h a k e their heads 
and say it was a dangerous gift. 
Of course I laughed. As if it was 
likely that I should ever do anything 
wrong. 
Alas, those who called my gift a fatal 
m e wen* right after all. 1 owe to ir 
the great misfortune of my life. 
To pass from prosperity to com para­ 
tive poverty is to most of us a great 
trial. The men and women who can 
shrug their shoulders and take a re- 
vf rse of fortune with a smile are very 
few in number. 
I accepted the position my poverty 
forced upon me, but loathed 
it. 
I 
lo n g ed for the old days of comfort and 
luxury, when almost everything I fan­ 
cied was within my reach. But I did 
very well as a clerk, and being quick 
at figures, as welt as a splendid pen­ 
man. I soon Itegan to rise in the office. 
W hen 1 was two and tw enty I had 
£200 a year. But what was that to a 
young man of extravagant habits, who 
had quite as much allowed him when 
he was seventeen, and had looked for­ 
ward to a splendid income and a life 
of pleasure. 
My m other’s health about this time 
began to decline, and she was ordered 
to live in the country, i could not ac­ 
company her. as 1 should have had to 
sacrifice my position in the city, so 1 
had to look at tout for a new home, 
and at last I decided to go to a Itoard- 
ing house. 
It wold be cheaper for me 
as a bachelor than lodgings, and I 
should have some society and a certain 
am ount of comfort. 
I selected a boarding house in Blooms­ 
bury, and I soon began to Im* quite at 
home in it. My fellow boarders were 
two Germ an clerks, a French gentle­ 
man who 
described 
himself 
as an 
agent, a middle-aged scientific author 
who spent most of his time at the 
British museum, two old ladies—one 
the widow of a colonel (so she said) 
and the other an old maid who luul 
been governess to a German princess 
and was never tired of talking of the 
distinguished 
society 
in 
which 
she 
moved—and a young lady, very eh a rul­ 
ing, very pretty and very self-pos- 
sess»*d. who was supposed to Is* stay­ 
ing at the boarding house because all 
her relatives lived abroad, and she had 
law business in London. 
This young lady was a Miss Kilts, 
and as we were the youngest members 
of the happy family we soon became 
friendly. 
A fter dinner in the draw ing room 
we generally found ourselves together, 
and when Miss Ellis obliged the com­ 
pany with a little music I usually went 
to tie* piano and turned over the leaves 
of the music for her. 
From b e in g friendly we became con­ 
fidential. I im parted to Miss Ellis the 
story of my reverse of fortune, and 
sh e confided in me the fact that her 
business in London was connected with 
a disputed will.

mained of the boy's nerve. The result 
was most gratifying.

An equally Interesting and successful 
operation was performed on a lx>v who 
had swallowed a fishhook. II** tri(*d to 
release it by pulling upon the line, but 
It had become attaeh**d in the lower 
and back part of the throat. A medical 
man was called in. and he procured a 
pistol bullet an<i lx>red a hole through 
it. It was then allowed to slide down 
over the line to the hook. The weight

Tlie relationship between sugar 
and beauty may seem rather remote 
at first, but after all tho dependence 
of beauty on this sweet is intimate. 
People who have no fat show the 
projections of their bones through 
the muscles and skin. 
The typical 
“Uncle Sam” is a rawboned, lean 
fellow, and in early days this was the 
typical Yankee—that is, a person 
without fat. 
Now, sugar is com­ 
posed of 9G.7 per cent, of carbohy­ 
drates, or the material that goes to 
give heat and vital force, and the sur­ 
plus of this that gets into the body, 
above what is required for immedi­ 
ate use, is stored up as fat. 
In the olden time jx-ople ate little 
sugar; indeed they had little or no 
money to pay for it, and their fat 
ha<l to come from the meals that 
they ate, possibly from salt pork, ad­ 
mitting that l'at is stored up in the 
body as such, which is denied by 
good authorities. 
It can readily be seen what the ef­ 
fect would be when a people began 
to increase their fat forming food be­ 
yond the p int of its combustion in 
the body. 
Sugar being a highly con­ 
centrated food of this character, it is 
capable of putting many ]>ounds of 
fat on the animal Ixxly if eaten regu­ 
larly and not necessarily in large 
quantities, being eaten, as it is, in 
conjunction with the starchy foods. 
The 23,000,000 of people in the United 
States in 1851 ate Gu2.000,000 pounds 
of sugar, or 26 pounds apiece on the 
average. 
In 1864 the 55,000,000 of 
people 
ate 
nearly 
3,000,000,000 
pounds, or 54 pounds apiece on the 
average. 
The average per capita consump­ 
tion more than doubled within tliir- 
ty-threo years, and in getting this 
average we must include a very large 
portion of the population that con­ 
sumes litti'3 more sugar per capita 
than it ever did on account of pover­ 
ty, infancy and other causes, so that 
the consumption among these people 
| who are left to account for the great 
i increase in the average must be much 
| larger than a j>ound a wxx*k, which 
j is now less tlian than the general av­ 
erage.
